CHICAGO, July 10.— Wednesday's session oC 


tiio national Democratic convention was in- 
U'resting in an increasing ratio over tho 
first sussioii. Tho dolegatos «'ero again slow 
to aj'ri vc. Among tho first wore John ICelly 
and Senator Grady, the sllvor-tonged orator 
of tho Taivunany poople. Upon tlwir arrival 
they were asked if thoy intended to bring up 
tho unit rule question again, and Mr. Kelly 
said, yes, at tho first opportunity, but in wliat 
Conn ho could not say. There was a larger 
audionco present thnn at Tuesday's session, 
but all the scats wore not filled. Tl:o weather 
was still cloudy and cool, and tho teniiwrn- 
turo of the hall atmospherically was com- 
fortable. ' 


Ail interesting incident at tho hour before 


tlio gavel fell was tho entrance of ox-Suniitor 
Thurinan, It was interesting from tho fact 
that his reception had a flavor of tho recep- 
tion of Garflod by tho convention of 1380. 
Tbo enthusiasm was marked above that no- 
ticeable at tho appearance of any other prom 
incut man, although they were all cheered 
liberally, and tho question aroso in many 
minds 113 tlio welcome of the Republican con- 
vention of 'SO was romombered whether that 
result would bo rei»iited hero at this con- 
vention. 


Another thing that set many people to 


thinking was tho earnest and vigorous pro- 
tost of the Tammany men against tho nomi- 
nation of Cleveland, which G rally managed 
to niako after a groat deal of opposition. He 
presented the question as to Cleveland's 
struggle in his own stato in a very forcible 
manner, it must bo admitted, and there wore 
many, among tho audience at least, who 
were froo to eay after tJio session closed that 
it might not bo the best thing tho Democracy 
could do to nominate tho Now York man.

At tho astronomical observatory of Berlin, 


says a translation'from Ifya Prosson Holsing- 
for, a discovery has lately been mado which, 
without doubt, will cause tho greatest sensa- 
tlou, not only among tho adopts in science, 
but even among tho roost learned. Professor 
Bloudmann, in that city, has found, boyond 
a doubt, tha'; our old f riaad, tbo moon, is not 
a mere lantern which kindly furnishes light 
for tbo loving youth and gas companies of 
our planet, but tho abode- of living, intelli- 
gent beings, for which ho is. prepared to 
furnish proofs most convincing. 


By accident Dr. Blendmann found that tho 


obsorvatiocs o£ tho moon gavo but yery un- 
satisfactory results, owing to tho intensity of 
the light power of' tho moon's atmosphere, 
which is so strong that it effects tho cor- 
rectness of tho observations in a very high 
degree. Ha then coqoolved tho idea to make 
tho objoct-glass of tho refractor less sensitive 
to tho rays of light, and for that purpose ho 
darkened it with tbo smoko of camphor. It 
took months of experimenting before ho suc- 
ceeded in finding bis right dogroo of obscurity
